Uhero  the  private  water  supplies  wore  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
infornal  action  was  taken  to  have  the  natter  renedied  or  an 
a.lternative  source  found,  in  nany  cases,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Drainage  and  TJater  Supplies  Officer  of  the  Ilinistry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

DR/.niAGE  Airo  SETOAGE 

Equipnent  for  the  installa.tion  of  a  wedge  udre  clarifier  was 
received  for  the  ITorth  Holton  Sewage  Horlcs,  but  work  had  not 
been  connenced  o,t  the  end  of  the  yea.r. 

Hork  was  connenced  on  the  Bra-yford  Sewerage  Schene  at  the  end  of 
Allgust.  Sewer  laying  and  roinstatenent  of  highways  was  conpleted 
by  the  end  of  the  yean,  Briclaiork  construction  of  the  filter 
hunus  tank  and  septic  were  nearing  conpletion. 

Burrington  Sewerage  Schene  was  connenced  in  the  niddle  of  August. 

The  sewers  were  land  first  and  sone  work  had  been  carried  out 
in  constructing  the  oxidation  ditch  and  settlenent  tanlc  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  progress  wa.s  poor,  partly  due  to  adverse 
site  conditions. 

A  start  iras  node  on  the  Ronansleigh  Seirc^e  Schene  in  July,  The 
sewers  were  laid,  and  at  the  disposal  works  the  filter  and 
septic  tank  were  nearing  conpletion  when  the  Contractors  ran 
out  of  Engineering  Bricks.  The  Contractors  left  the  site  in 
Ifovenber,  the  bricks  being  unobta.inable  at  tha,t  tine. 

Sone  inproyenent  work  to  the  Bishopsnjaipton  Sewerage  Systen 
was  still  outstanding  o,t  the  end  of  the  yeo.r. 

Although  the  effluent  fron  the  Chulnleigh  Sewage  Horks  continues 
to  be  satisfactoi^'-  it  is  evident  that  with  the  proposals  for 
residentio,!  developnent  the  works  capacity  nust  be  increased. 

The  Council  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  in  Hai''  to 
orepare  a.  schene  to  double  the  co.pacity  of  the  disposal  works. 
Approval  to  the  proposals  was  awaited  fron  the  Depa.rtnent  of  the 
Environnent  and  River  Board  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Investigations  at  Chittlehanpton  revealed  that  the  bulk  of  the 
^  surfa.ee  water  infiltratian  to  the  sewers  occurs  in  the  region 
of  Toiinsend  and  it  is  intended  to  Carry  out  renedial  works  by 
direct  labour. 


In  Ifoy  the  new  disposal  works  for  Hitheridge  was  connenced.  The 
long  length  of  effluent  pipeline  fron  the  works  to  the  Little 
River  Dart  was  la.ld,  the  sludge  drying  beds  were  constructed, 
the  oxidation  ditch  was  conpleted  a.nd  a  start  was  node  on  the 
construction  of  the  settlement  tank. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  having  been  instructed  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  urgent  need  to  increase  sewage  disposal  .facilities 
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f.-t  South  Iloltpn  favoured  the  cons  true  Vi.  on  of  an  r.dditional  seifoge 
disposal  uorks  at  Clapuorthy.  An.  aoplioeticn  for  consetit  to 
discharge  effluent  to  the  River  Bray  uas  uade  to  the  Devon  River 
Authority  and  was  awaiting  deterninati an  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

HOUSIIIG 

During  the  year  40  houses  were  inproved  under  the  Standard  Grant 
Schenc  and  42  \inder  the  Discretionary  Grant  Schene.  36  Council 
houses  were  erected  during  the  year  and  14  were  rrder  construction.
